WHO OWNS THE PRESCRIPTION? 


Doctor, DruinrUt and Pntleut All 


Clulin to It. 


To whom does the prescription belong- 


to the doctor ,who writes it, the patient 


• •who deceive* and pays for it or the drug- 
gist;;.who puts up tup medicine? This 
question has recently been the subject of 
an interesting discussion in the secular 
press, having been started by a New York 
journal, in commenting on a letter re- 
ceived from one of its readers complain- 
ing that a druggist who filled a prescrip- 
tion 'which he had received from a doctor 
and paid for would not return him the 
prescription. According to the newspa- 
per, the druggist based his claim of own- 
ership in the prescription upon 
the 


grounds of frequently being required to 
produce in court the originals of prescrip- 
tions which he had put up, in order to 
answer important questions, and, further, 
that he needs the prescription for his own 
protection in the event of any trouble 
arising from its taking, to show that he 
. has put up only what the doctor has pre- 
scribed. 


The druggist insists that it is not safe 


for a patient to hold a prescription which 
he can have filled at any time, for the 
reason that the physician formulates a 
prescription according to existing symp- 
toms and the exact condition of the pa- 
tient at the time, and if be, the patient, 
should take it at another time when he 
apparently may have the same trouble, 
but conditions are different, he will do 
himself a physical and the doctor a pro- 
fessional injury, 


The doctor partially approves the claim 


of the druggist, modifying it only to the 
extent of requiring him to give a copy of 
the prescription to the patient, and de- 
clares that no prescription should ever be 
tilled from a copy, which should be so 
marked, and that no prescription, should 
ever be refilled^ except upon the approval 
of the doctor who gave it, and that there 
should be a law to this effect. 


These views of the question, utterly 


ignore any property rights the patient 
may be supposed to have in the prescrip- 
tion. 
Ths patient pays the doctor for 


writing out ibe prescription and then 
pays the druggist for tilling it. Now, 
what is it the patient buys? 
Is it only 


what the pharmacist bauds him. in box, 
bottle or paper? If so, what is it that he 
has paid the doctor for? The druggist re- 
ceives full remuneration for his drugs, and 
compounding the prescription has cost 
him nothing. By what right, then, docs 
he hold title to it? For self protection, it 
is claimed. But what about the patient's 
right to avail himself of whatever advan- 
tages may afterward adhere in the pre- 
scription? The patient, having purchased 
a prescription, has a property right these- 
fn which neither the doctor who wrote it 
nor the druggist who has filled it has, and 
he is therefore entitled to its possession. 
The druggist may be permitted to retain 
a copy.—Chicago Law Journal.

Critninologists say that the greatest ter-

What the criminal dreads is sleep. 
Sleep is, it appears, the friend of the 


righteous only. To men with the knowl- 
edge of dark deeds stored within them 
sleep is the most treacherous of foes. The 
countless poems that have been written 
in praise of, it very naturally appear as so 
much cold blooded mockery to such as are 
in hourly dread of betraying themselves 
' under its influence. 


An untold number of crimes have been 


confessed by their perpetrators 
during 


sleep. Is it any wonder that those con- 
scious of irregularities of conduct prefer 
to remain awake? 


1'erhups the entire history of crime 


contains no more dramatic episode than 
that which occurred some years since i» a 
Prussian township, -The husband of a 
certain attractive young woman hud van- 
ished in a mysterious manner from his 
home, nnd all attempts to trace his 
whereabouts failed completely. 
Mean- 


time u neighbor called Schmidt, who had 
been devoted to the young v. ife before 
her marriage, reappeared on the. scene 
and paid her assiduous attentions. So 
successfully did he press his suit that 
within a year of bis rival's disappearance 
the woman consented to marry him, and 
they were united at the parish church.

Kui-ther inquiries 


proved that the confession had been an 
exact record of what had taken place. 


Many years ago a Liverpool common 


lodging house was the scene of a slccpim: 
criminal's confession. The room was oe 
eupied by himself and one other, a youm: 
sailor, who was on his "beam ends" and 
well nigh jjenniless for want of a ship 
While the sailor was lying awake, con 
templating his dire position, he suddenlj 
heard a curious and ghastly laugh i-sue 
from his room companion's lips. 
The 


laugh was followed by a long and ram 
bling description of a murder he had com- 
mitted in a suburb of Liverpool, and so 
horrible were the details uttered by the 
unconscious tongue that the bailor came 
near to fainting with terror. 


However, he mastered

nnd, 
having assumed some clothing, crept 


down stairs and informed the landlord of 
what had occurred. 
The latter at once 


fetched a policeman, who accompanied 
him to the bedroom, where the constable 
immediately recognized the sleeper as the 
man "wanted" for the crime in question. 
He was, of course, arrested, and nt the 
trial which followed he was found guilty 
and sentenced to death. As for the sailor. 
he came in for a considerable reward 
from the murdered mnn's relatives. 


A Russian woman while fast asleep in 


the hut of a shepherd, where she had 
jtakeri refuge from a heavy snowstorm, 
confessed to having killed no fewer than 
seven infants intrusted to her charge, j 
The shepherd's wife overheard the terri- i 
bio admission and caused the woman to 
be detained.

This fault in milk is 
one of financial rather thau of hygienic 
Importance. 


Much of the abhorrence of ropy milk 


Is induced by the mistaken belief that 
it is in ^OIIK- way caused by a disease 
of the cow's udder commonly called 
garget. The udder of a cow affected 
with garget may contain a yellowish, 
thick, viscid, purulent liquid, which is 
obviously unwholesome at the time it 
is drawn from the udder. 
Unfortu- 


nately 
farmers frequently speak of 


this unwholesome uiiid as "ropy" or 
"stringy" milk. The milk fault refer- 
red to in a bulletin by Professor A. R. 
\Vard of the Cornell (X. Y.) station is 
entirely different and bears no relation 
to the health of the cow. 


The kind of ropinoss occurring in 


milk from a healthy udder appears on- 
ly after the milk lias been drawn from 
the (ow at least twelve hours. Profess- 
or Ward arrives at the following con- 
clusions in regard to It: 


Ropy milk contains bacteria that are 


responsible for its viscid condition. 
These bacteria live naturally in water. 
Measures for the prevention of the 
ti'Miible must be directed toward pre- 
venting the baeleria from getting into 
milk. Following are some of the more 
important measures that should be 
taken to slop the trouble and to pre- 
vent its recurrence. 


After milking at night the milk palls 


and strainer cloth should be washed 
and scalded before usim; in the morn- 
ing, or a second set thoroughly clean 
and scalded should be used in the 
morning. The practice of merely rins- 
ing pails and strainers in cold water at 
the barn at night offers an opportunity 
for the introduction of the bacteria 
into milk directly from the water. 


If the cows wade in mud nnd smear 


the udders with dirt and filth, put a 
stop to It. Hy this means many objec- 
tionable bacteria get into milk by fall- 
Ing Into the milk pail. 


The floors of all rooms where ropy 


milk has been kept should be disinfect- 
ed with n mixture of five parts of 
crude sulphuric acid to 
ninety-five 


parts of water. 


All milk utensils should be scalded 


most thoroughly daily. Never let cold 
water come in contact w i t h utensils 
unlcs-s they are scalded before using 
for milk ngaln. 


IIxercNe tile ;.rreatest care ti/ prevent 


l-vcn a drop of water from tlie cooling 
tank getting into the milk. That oc- 
currence is probably the most common 
cause of trouble from ropy milk. If 
water must spatter about, the cairn 
(standing in ice water should be cov- 
ered. 


I'tensils after washing and scalding 


should stand upside down to prevent 
the accumulation of dust on tfte inside.
